Strong Liquid Position 

As a result, although the B of 
M maintains a strong liquid po- 
sition, “quick” assets now stand 
at $1,578 million, or 51.6 per 
cent of all liabilities to. the pub- 
lic, versus 62.1 per cent at Oc- 
tober 31, 1958. 

Deposits show a little change 
at $2,998 million, compared with 
$3,038 million a year ago. The 
same is true of total B of M as- 
sets, which stand at $3,259 mil- 
lion, against $3,277 million in 
1958. 

The bank’s earnings for all of 
its .810 offices in Canada and 
abroad totalled $24,833,660, be- 
fore income taxes. Provision.for 
these’ ‘tax bills, however, took 
more than 50 per cent of the 
earnings, or $12,642,600, so that 
the net profit was $12,191,060, 
or $1,834,370 more than in 1958.

Sorghum Alum: 


Further information on_ this 
crop is now available and it ap- 
pears that as well as yielding 
very poorly last summer under 
test, that last summer’s growth 
is in some cases poisonous to 
livestock. Analysis has shown 
that at least some of.the Sorg- 
hum Alum has a very high ni- 
trate content and could be pois- 
onous to livestock. Dr. A. Case 
of the University of Missouri has 
stated that any nitrate content 
over 0.5 percent may cause 
trouble and at the 1.5 percent 
level, death is likely to occur. 
The average of eight samples of 
Sorghum Alum tested at the 
University of Alberta this fall 
has*been 2.1 percent nitrate and 
one sample was 3.8 percent ni- 
trates Any farmer with Sorghum 
Alum for ,feed should. have a 
sample tested before using it. 
For a:cost of $1.00°a sample sent 
to the Soil Testing Laboratory, 
University ‘of Alberta, will be 
tested and the farmer informed 
of the~reseults. 


Clean Grain, Now: 

With the prospect of'seed grain 
being scarce next spring, any- 
one, who has grain suitable for 
seed, should. get.-it..cleaned so 
that-he may know how much he

If there was a theme for last 
week’s Socred convention, it was 
revival of the national party.

If -it is to 
become a national force, Social 
Credit needs a.strong leader. 
Premier Manning probably is 
the only man in the party with 
the stature to swing it. He hasn’t 
discussed the prospect lately, but 
he’s gone on record before as 
saying he isn’t interested in the 
national leadership. 

Incidentally, word has it that 
Social Credit is about to unveil 
a new propaganda medium de- 
signed to gain wider acceptance 
for the party. It will be a publi- 
cation called “Focus.” Few de- 
tails are available as yet, but it 
is understood Focus will aim for 
more popular: appeal than thé 
Canadian Social Crediter, will
